The vizier and the eunuch, affected at seeing their sovereign implore 
his slaves, threw themselves at the feet of the child and of the mother, 
and swore to sacrifice themselves for him. Souleiman-Aga, taking him 
in his arms, carried him in his night-shirt, by the light of the torches, in- 
to the throne hall, where were assembled all the defenders of the seraglio,

At this lurid light, at this spectacle, at this exhortation, the viziers,

right, of innocence, of majesty, and swear to defend him with their 
blood. “Don’t fear, my padischal:,” said Souleiman-Aga, “ please God, 
all the heads of your enemies will be to-morrow at your feet.’ 

During these scenes of frightfulness and feeling in the harem, the 
grand vizier convoked to the palace, under penalty of death against any 
who should hesitate an hour, all the pashas, beglerbegs, chiefs of 
corps, agas, lewends, and magnates of the empire, with all those of their 
armed followers whom they should have at hand, and with provisions 
for three days.

The jets of blood that issued from the 
wounds, from the eyes und from the ears of this colossal woman, 
although she was then over seventy, evinced the greenness of her old 
age, and the masculine energy of that Albanian, whom it was requisite 
to kill twice in order to wrest from her the empire. 

The crime which public hatred charged her with, of plotting the depo- 
sition, the poisoning, the murder of her grandson, is uncertain. Her talents, 
her services to the empire, her long and glorious sway of intellect over 
three reigns, her firm, tranquil, and vigorous regency, so long as it was 
not sapped in the seraglio by the harem, are real. If those three reigns 
wherein Turkey was retrieved or sustained by her hand do not bear her 
name in history, they bear her impress. 

Adored in her youth, cherished in her maternity, venerated in her 
old age, Kurled from the regency and from life while stillin the vigor of 
her intelligence, by one of those palace catastrophes of which confusion 
conceals the mystery, her life is a monument of the maternal genius of 
woman applied to the government of Oriental nations. Roxelana was 
more winning and more a wife, the Sultana Koesem was more vigorous 
and more a mother, The one governed by seduction, the other by 
genius. The reign of the one ended with her beauty, the reign of 
the other but with her life. Roxelana owed all to nature, the Sultana 
Koesem owed all to policy. 

Both the one and the other attest that the institutions which pro- 
scribe women from public liberty and public life are ineffectual, even 
with the Mussulmans, against nature which gives to them different but 
as many rights as to man, and that conjugal love or filial piety often re- 
stores to a superior woman, even inthe government of empires, what the 


jealousy and the ingratitude of the laws endeavor vainly to deny them. 


To reign through the love of a husband or thorough the deference of a 
son, Is not to be excluded from the throne ; it is to reign twice. 
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HOSPITALS OF PIEDMONT. 


From Mrs. Jameson’s “ Sisters of Charity.” 


I had, when in Piedmont, particular opportunities for learning the 
state of feeling in regard to the service of the hospitals, and it deserves 
some consideration. 

A great number of the medical students were in opposition to the 
Sisters employed in the hospitals, and on inquiring I found that this op- 
position arose from various causes. In the first place, it was generally 
allowed that there is a great laxity of morals,—I might give it a harder 
name,—prevalent among the medical students in Turin as elsewhere, and 
that the influence of these religious women, the strict order and sur- 
veillance exercised and enforced by them wherever they ruled, is in the 
highest degree distasteful to those young men; more especially the pro- 
tection afforded by the Sisters to the poor young female patients, when 
convalescent, or after leaving the hospitals, had actually excited a feeling 
against them; though as women, and as religious women, one wight 
think that this was a duty, and not the least sacred of their duties, 

This adverse feeling took the color of liberalism. 

Now I had, and have, an intense sympathy with the Piedmontese, in 
their brave struggle for political and religions independence ; but I can- 
not help wishing and hoping that the reform, in both cases, may be 
carried out in the progressive, not in the destructive spirit ; and, thanks 
to those enlightened men who guide the councils of Piedmont, and who 
do not * mistake reverse of wrong tor right,” it has hitherto been so. 

It will be remembered that the Sisters of Charity were excepted 
when other religious orders were suppressed; and, in consequence, it 
was a sort of fashion with an ultra party to consider them as a part of 
an ecclesiastical regime, which had been identified with all the evils of 
tyranny, ignorance, and priestly domination. This feeling was subsiding 
when I was there. The heroism of the sixty-two Sisters of Charity, who 
had accompanied the Piedmontese armies to the East, and of their Supe- 
rior, Madame de Cordera, had excited in the public mind a degree of en- 
thusiasm which silenced the vulgar and short-sighted opposition of a set 
of dissipated, thoughtless boys. 

One thing more had occurred which struck me. A few months be- 
fore my arrival and as a part of this medical agitation, a petition or pro- 
test had been drawn up by the medical students and the young men 
who served in the apothecaries’ shops, against the small dispensaries and 
infirmaries which the Sisters had of their own for the poor, and for 
children. The plea was, not that their infirmaries were ill-served or 
that the medicines were ill-compounded, or that any mistakes had 
occurred from ignorance or unskilfulness, but that this small med- 
ical practice, unpaid and beneficent, took the bread out of the 
men’s mouths.” Before we laugh at this short-sighted folly and 
cruelty, which supposes that the interests of the two sexes can 
possibly be antagonistic instead of being inseparably bound up together, 
we must recollect that we have had some specimens of the same 
feeling in our own country; as for instance, the opposition to the 
female school at Marlborough House, and the steady opposition of the 
inferior part of the medical profession to all female practitioners. That 
some departments of medicine are peculiarly suited to women is begin- 
ning to strike the public mind. I know that there are enlightened and 
distinguished physicians both here and in France, who take this view of 
the subject, though the medical profession as a body entertain a peculiar 
dread of all innovation, which they resist with as much passive pertina- 
city as boards of guardians and London Corporations. 

Before I leave Piedmont, I must mention two more hospitals, be- 
cause of the contrast they afford, which will aptly illustrate the princi- 
ple I am endeavoring to advocate. : 

The hospital of St. John at Vercelli, which I had the opportunity of 
inspecting minutely, left a strong impression on my mind. At the time 
I visited it, it contained nearly four hundred patients. ‘There was besides, 
in an adjacent building, a school and hospital for poor children. The 
whole interi‘r economy of these two hospitals was under the manage- 
ment of eighteen women, with a staff of assistants both male and female. 
The Superior, a very hendsome, intelligent woman, had been trained at 
Paris, and had presided over this provincial hospital for eleven years. 
There was the same cheerfulness which I have had occasion to remark 
in all institutions where the religious and feminine elements were al- 
lowed to influence the material administration; and every thing was 
ey clean, airy, and comfortable. In this instance, the dispensary 
(Pharmacie) was managed by apothecaries, ard not by the women. ~ 
Now, in contrast with this hospital, I willdeseribe a famons hospital 
at Turin. It is a recent building, with all the latest improvements, and 
considered, in respect to fitness for its purpose, as a chef-d’eurre of 
architecture. The contrivances and material appliances for the sick and 
convalescent were exhibited to me as the wonder and boast of the city ; 
certainly they were most ingenious. The management was in the hands 
of a committee of gentlemen; under them a numerous staff of priests 
and physicians. Two or three female servants of the lowest class were 
sweeping and cleaning. In the convalescent wards I saw a great deal 
of card-playing. All was formal, cold, clean, and silent; no cheerful, 
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kindly faces, no soft, low voices, no light active figures were hovering 
round. I left the place with a melancholy feeling, shared as I found by 
those who were with me. One of them, an accomplished physician 
felt and candidly acknowledged the want of female influence here, r 

One of the directors of the great military hospital at Turin told me 
that he regarded it as one of the best deeds of his life, that he had ree. 
ommended, and carried through, the employment of the Sisters of 
Charity in this institution. Betore the introduction of these ladies, the 
sick soldiers had been nursed by orderlies sent from the neighboring 
barracks,—men chosen because they were unfit for other work. The 
most rigid discipline was necessary to keep them in order; and the dirt, 
neglect, and general immorality were frightiul. Any change was, how. 
ever, resisted by the military and medical authorities, till the invasion 
of the cholera; then the orderlies became, most of them, useless, dis. 
tracted, and almost paralyzed with terror. Some devoted Sisters of 
Charity were introduced in a moment of perplexity and panic; then al] 
went well,—propriety, cleanliness, and comfort prevailed. ‘ No day 
passes,” said my informant, “that I dv not bless God for the changy 
which I was the humble instrument of accomplishing in this place!” 

Very similar was the information I received relative to the naval 
hospital at Genoa; but I had not the opportunity of visiting 1t. 

Another excellent hospital at Turin, that of St. John, contained, 
when I visited it, four hundred patients, a nearly equal number of mep 
and women. There were, besides, a separate ward for sick children 
and two wards containing about sixty “ incurables”—the bed-ridden 
and helpless poor, of the same class which find refuge in our workhonses, 
The whole of this large establishment was under the management of 
twenty-two religions women, with a staff of about forty-five assistants, 
men and women, and a Jarge number of medical men and students, Aj] 
was clean, and neat, and cheerful. I was particularly struck by 
the neatness with which the food was served: men brought it up in 
large trays, but the ladies themselves distributed it. Some friends of 
the poor sick were near the beds. I remember being touched by the 
sight of a little dog which, with its fore-paws resting on the bed anda 
pathetic wistful expression in its drooping face, kept its eyes steadfastly 
fixed on the sick man; a girl was kneeling beside him, to whom one of 
the Sisters was speaking words of comfort. 

In this hospital and others I have found an excellent arrangement 
for the night-watch: it was a large sentry-box of an octagon-shape, 
looking each way, the upper part all of glass, but furnished with cur- 
tains; and on a kind of dresser or table were arranged writing-materials, 
all kinds of medicine and restoratives which might be required in haste, 
and a supply of linen, napkins, &e. Here two Sisters watched all night 
long; here the accounts were kept, and the private business of the 
wards carried on in the daytime: a certain degree of privacy was thns 
secured for the ladies on duty when necessary. The Superior, whom we 
should eall the matron, was an elderly woman, wearing the same simple 
convenient religions dress as the others, and only recognized by the 
large bunch of keys at her girdle. 





Literary Intelligence. 

Mvstcit.—The Musie Publishers have just held their Annual Convention 
in Philadelphia, and the wisdom of their trade regulations is becoming more 
apparent each year. The Board now consists of twenty-three publishing 
houses, nearly all of which were represented in the Convention. Ail the 
publishing houses of consequence in the United States, are now members of 
the Board, and under the fostering care of their regulations the musical re- 
sources of the country are becoming rapidly developed. We are even now 
far from being dependent on Europe for our musical works, and the time is 
fast approaching when the works of our standard American authors will be 
as eagerly sought after, for republication in Eur»pe, as those of Beyer, Ascher, 
Linley, Glover, D’Albert, &e., by American publishers. Already the music 
of Wallace, Wollenhaupt and Gottschalk is published simultaneously in all 
the principal cities of Europe. The ballads of Foster, Thomas and Root have 
been issued in England with almost as much success as they have had here. 
These yearly meetings are assuming a sort of trade-sale feature, which will 
add still more to their interest. 

One very important feature of public interest is the determination to print 
a trade catalogue, containing a complete list of all musie published in the 
United States, with the names of the publishers. This was attempted last 
year, but some unforeseen difficulties intervened, which are now entirely re- 
moved. Mr. Geo. P. Reed, of Boston, the first President of the Board, having 
retired from active business, was elected an honorary member, as were also 
Messrs. Webb & Peters, of Louisville, and Messrs. Gould & Winner, of Phila- 
delphia. 

Mr. Oliver Ditson, of Boston, was elected President for the ensuing year; 
Mr. Geo, Willig, of Baltimore, Vice-President ; and Mr. James F, Hall, of 
New York, Secretary and Treasurer. Their next meeting will be in Cinem- 
nati, on the first Wednesday of June, 1858. We hope these gentlemen will 
bear in mind that the musical interests of the country are, to a great extent, 
in their hands, and that their course should be such as to foster our native 
talent, and further the cause of good music by a liberal and diffusive policy.

nity is not likely to re-oeeur, ‘The principal are two of the rarest specimens 
of the xylographie art in the finest possible condition. Xylographie or block 
books were entirely cut on wood, and were the precursors of printing by 
means of movable types. Of these the first in point of rarity is the ‘ Liber 
tegum,’ or ‘ Life of David, pictorially illustrated with two woodcuts on a 
vage, With descriptive text beneath, and extending to twenty leaves. So 
Fittle is known of this work, printed about the year 1450, that it eseaped 
Heinecken, who specially devoted his researches to the early history of print- 
ing. Brunet and Dibdin are alike meagre in details ; in fact, only one other copy 
is known to exist, that in the Imperial Library at Vienna. The other book 
isknown as the ‘Biblia Pauperum,’ of which fac-similes have been given. 
The copy in our possession corresponds with the description given by Hein- 
ecken, as of the first impression, a copy of which sold in Willett 3 sale for 245 
guineas. Both these volumes are in matchless state, being uncolored, not 
pasted back to back, as is generally the ease with similar works, as the ‘Ars 
Moriendi,’ ‘ Apocalypsis 5. Johanni,’ ete., but the leaves set asin books of 
ordinary printing with the reverses blank. The margins also are of ample 
dimensions.”

This collection is designed to supply a deficiency which must have been felt by all who are engaged in teaching Singing in Boarding Schools, Female 
Academies, or Ladies’ Classes in any condition—viz.: Music of an elevated character, concerted for Female voices, admitting of several voices on each part. This, 
too, has been a desideratum in the social circle, musical parties, &¢.—for, while there is rarely one among amateurs who can perform a solo tolerably well, 
there are many who could join effectively in a chorus. This would, at least, give a pleasing variety tothe performances of a private soirée ; besides, it would 
allow those ladies, who possess too much of commendable delicacy to render themselves ridiculous by attempting to perform alone, to take an active part 
in the recreations of the party. 

The pieces selected for the “ Atsum,” although, in general, composed as choruses for ladies, (cori di donne,) that is, for an indefinite number of voices on 
each part, yet they may be sung with pleasing effect if each part is sustained by only a single voice. And, although written for soprano or female voices, 
they may be sung by male voices alone, or by male and female voices combined. They may be combined in various vays—viz.: by giving the lower two 
parts to the male, and the upper one to the female voices; or, by giving the upper two to the female, and the lower one to the male voices; or, by doubling 
the parts, putting male and female voices on each. 

In the selections from Operas, and other musical compositions, the original music is given without mutilation. When the subject of the original libretto 
was such as to be considered desti‘ute of interest. when abstracted from the entire work, other words have been adapted—taking great pains that the senti- 
ment should conform to the character of the music. 

The pieces, while making the best exercises for singing in parts, will be found the most beautiful of all musical ecompositions—the most of them in their 
line, perfect gems.
